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Illinois Sen. Paul Douglas got off a first- 
rate wisecrack when he said most of his 
Democratic colleagues liked to live under the 
‘‘political colonialism’1 of fthe party’s Senate 
leader, Lyndon Johnson of Texas. 
Like all good jibes, this one hit the truth 
—not a temporary truth about Senate Demo­ 
crats but a lasting truth about strong party 
leadership. Sen. Johnson is the Senate's most 
influential politer maker since the late Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio. 
There were Republican senators who re- 
1 sented Taft’s domination of policy, too. But 
he dominated his party and the Senate in his 
day by virtue of intellect, character and tire­ 
less real for doing his legislative homework. 
These are Johnson’s trade secrets. 
If anything happens to him, there will be 
the same void that Taft left when he died 
unexpectedly in 1953. No one could fill the 
Ohioan’s shoes — not Sen. 
Knowland or 
Sen. Dirksen. 
, 
But as long as Johnson fills his own shoes, 
* Jhe will be sniped at by associates who are 
jealous of his power and his prerogatives. 
. ifhis is one of the oldest stories in politics. 
But in the United States the story always has 
special twist. 


All rights of revolution against “colonial­ 
ism” are reserved in this country. Sen. John­ 
son’s party leadership can be overthrown 
whenever his opponents can put together 
enough votes to topple him. It happened as 
recently as the beginning of the first session 
of the 89th Congress, when dissatisfied Re­ 
publicans in the House of Representatives re­ 
placed Joseph W. Martin as their leader. 
It can happen any time; it does happen 
all the time. 
It is the trademark of organization politics 
in this country — the proof of the flexibility 
that theoretically makes the party system 
responsive to changing times. 
Whenever strong men entrench themselves 
in America, it is a double omen. It means, 
first, that there is party power worth hav­ 
ing and, second, that there will be a contest 
for the power. But the contest will not be 
successful unless the people who can decide 
the outcome with their votes want to over­ 
throw one leader in the hope of getting an­ 
other, who immediately will try to be even 
stronger than his predecessor. 
Or as Senate Democrats might choose to 
say it, “Lyndon Johnson is strong. Long may 
he weaken.”

Overpasses spanning roads in the 
new interstate highway system are 
so low that some types of guided 
missiles and other military items 
can’t get through them. 
The problem, which would cost 
an estimated I 14 billion dollars to 
correct, is expected to be a pri­ 
mary investigation target of a spe­ 
cial House watchdog committee on 
the relation of the federal highway 
program to national defense. Hear­ 
ings will open late this month if 
Democratic committee members 
have their way. 
The 18-man group, headed by 
Rep. John A. Blatnik (D—Minni, 
is getting set to question Pentagon 
officials about the seemingly small 
but very real problem of overpass 
clearance and other aspects of the 
nation’s new road program. 
Specifically, Blatnik’s committee 
is charged with looking into alle­ 
gations of waste and generally im­ 
proper use of federal funds on high­ 
ways important to continental de­ 
fense. 
THE MOST DRAMATIC indica­ 
tion of a foulup somewhere along 
the line, according to some House 
Democrats, is the 14-foot vertical 
clearance of the interstate high­ 
way overpasses. More than 7,000 
have been built since 1956.

Nixon And Dirksen?

A well-oiled drive has been start­ 
ed to make Sen. Everett McKin­ 
ley Dirksen the Republican vice 
presidential candidate. 
Support for the Illinois Repub­ 
lican is being solicited with whis­ 
pered assurances that he is Rich­ 
ard Nixon's first choice as a run­ 
ning mate. 
That word was spread at a party 
celebrating Dirksen’s 64th birth­ 
day. Among those attending were 
President Eisenhower, vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon and such other potential 
vice presidential aspirants as At­ 
torney General William Rogers, In­ 
terior Secretary F r e d Seaton, 
Labor Secretary Jam es P. Mitchel 
Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare Arthur S. Flemming. 
The host at the party, and an 
important back of Dirksen’s candi­ 
dacy, was Ben Regan, former GGP 
nation 
committeeman 
from 
Il­ 
linois. 
As could be expected, none of 
the officials involved would pub­ 
licly admit this early in the game 
that Sen. Dirksen had been anoint­ 
ed by the presidential candidate- 
apparent. 
Sen. Dirksen, the COP leader in 
the Senate, was said to warrant 
the second spot on the ticket for 
these reasons: 
1. He would tie to the ticket the 
firm support pf Midwest Repub­ 
licans, particularly those who sup­ 
ported, so loyally, Sen. Robert Taft 
of Ohio. 
The need for such a tie indicates 
that Nixon, in the campaign, may 
well take a more liberal approach 
to national affairs to try to win 
independent and Democratic vot­ 
ers. 
This consideration is said also 
to have damaged the chances for 
the second spot of Rep. Charles 
Halleck 
(Indiana), 
the minotity 
leader in the House Rep Halleck 
is criticized in Taft circles for 
swinging to Eisennower in 19o2. 
2. Sen. Dirksen has a full folder 
of political debts on his own. As 
chairman of the Senate Campaign 


Committee in 1954, he made more 
than 40 speeches for GOF candi­ 
dates. 
Two years ago, he cam­ 
paigned 
for 
Republicans 
in 
14 
states. 
3. The senator has been a firm 
supporter of the Eisenhower ad­ 
mi listraiion, voting 88 per cent of 
the time with the administration. 
As minority leader this session, he 
has formed a strong bridge be­ 
tween the Senate conservatives and 
the White House staff.

Al­ 
though the Atlas ICBM in some 
configurations requires clearance 
of 15 feet 9 inches, the Air Force 
says most missiles are transport­ 
ed by air in flying boxcars. 
A spokesman reported:: “ We sai 
we had no problems when the 
Army and Navy went to the De­ 
fense Department on the overpass 
business some time ago.” 
The Air Force maintains that 
shipments of Atlas, currently the 
biggest missile in production, are 
running smoothly to Cape Canav­ 
eral, Fla., Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, Calif., and the first Atlas 
operations unit at Cheyenne, Wyo.

Is the Democratic party heading 
toward a “boss-controlled" con­ 
vention? 
Is a 
candidate to be 
chosen this summer who has not 
dared to enter 
a 
presidential 
p r i m a r y in 
which the vot- 
e r s in t h e 
D e rn o c r at­ 
le ^party 
can 
have a chance 
to e x p r e s s 
t h e i r prefer­ 
ences? 
These 
ques- 
tins are asked 
David Lawrence 
because of the decision of at least 
two leading contenders — Adlai 
Stevenson and Stuart Symington— 
to stay out of presidential pri­ 
maries. 
Sen. 
Kennedy, on 
the 
other 
hand, will have his name present­ 
ed to the people through the pri­ 
m ary elections in several states. 
He feels that the primary system 
affords an opportunity for the 
people to make up their minds 
about candidates and instruct their 
delegates accordingly. Sen. Hum­ 
phrey also is entering some state 
primaries. 
Which is better — to let the 
Gallup Polls or the primary elec­ 
tions in various states appraise 
the candidates? In the former, a 
scientific sample is obtained but 
it cannot be conclusive because the 
people have not been able to get a 
first hand impression of the candi­ 
date and his views and must de­ 
pend on p u b l i c i t y campaigns 
waged by his local representatives. 
It certainly is at best only an in­ 
direct way to size up a candidate. 


NATURALLY, 
political 
bosses 
don’t want presidential-preference 
primaries. It interferes with their 
opportunities to make deals with 
the bosses of other states. It put 
them on the spot if they ignore 
the choice the people have made 
in a primary election. 
But why do some of the candi­ 
dates themselves avoid participa­ 
tion in primaries? Sen. Symington 
we asked questions a'out this on 
the “Meet the Press” show on tele­ 
vision last Sunday. 
When he was reminded of Sea 
Kennedy’s statement that, if any 
Democratic leader was unwilling 
to submit his candidacy to the 
test of a representative primary, 
such a Democratic leader would 
not deserve well of the next na­ 
tional convention, Mr. Symington 
commented: 
“Now, I know something about 
primaries. 
I was in a primary 
once for seven months, I believe, 
and I was in it seven days a 
week. My state doesn’t have presi­ 
dential primaries. Only about a 
third of the states do have these 
presidential primaries 
and less 
than IO per cent of the states 
have presidential primaries that 
are binding. 
“Anybody 
can have his 
own 
ideas as to the importance of pri­ 
maries. I have decided not to go 


into any primaries, at least at this 
time. And as to whether they 
should be 
abolished 
or not, 
I 
v'ouldn’t want to criticize anything 
that another state had set up. In 
my state we don't happen to have 
it and in two-thirds of the states 
they don’t happen to have pri­ 
maries.” 


THE LOCAL BOSSES, of course, 
have succeeded- in repealing the 
primary laws 
in many states. 
The allegation is that the primary 
elections take too much of the 
candidate’s time. 
Yet, as was 
pointed out on the same television 
program, the Missouri senator last 
autumn traveled about 32,000 miles 
and spoke in 22 states. 
Mr. Symington explained that, 
when he ran for re-election as 
senator in 1958, many colleagues 
from other states came to Mis­ 
souri to help him. He added: 
“Therefore, when I am asked to 
go around and help the Demo­ 
cratic party at fund-raising din­ 
ners and others, why, I do. Now 
specifically answering your ques­ 
tion, I am not actively seeking 
delegates at this time. I am in­ 
terested in the general subject.” 
It, of course, takes a lot of time 
to travel to 22 states and certainly 
fund 
raising 
is 
important 
but 
isn t it more important to give the 
people a chance to vote in a pri­ 
mary election as to which candi­ 
date they prefer to have nominated 
at their national conventions? 
Vice President Nixon is a busy 
man and at present doesn’t seem to 
have any opposition for the Repub­ 
lican nomination but he announced 
this week, through his press sec­ 
retary, that he would enter the 
primary in New Hampshire and his 
name will go on the ballot in other 
states. 


THERE WERE Democrats just 
a few weeks ago crying out about 
the “boss-controlled” Republican 
convention, yet 
their own con­ 
vention is going to consider men 
who have been unwilling to go be­ 
fore the p e o p l e 
in primary 
elections. 
Does this mean that, if a can­ 
didate in the Democratic party 
can line up the delegates through 
the boss system, he can ignore 
primaries? 
There are, to be sure, many de­ 
fects in the primary system but 
it is plainly better than a boss- 
controlled convention. Once the 
presidential candidate is named, 
moreover, he picks the vice presi­ 
dential nominee. 
None of the five men being 
prominently mentioned for t h e 
Democratic nomination for presi­ 
dent is today willing to declare 
that he would accept a vice presi­ 
dential nomination. At the last min­ 
ute the presidential nominee picks 
the 
vice 
presidential 
nominee. 
Thus, the people have nothing to 
say about the selection of a man 
who could become president. What 
a travesty on so-called democratic 
processes!

Cantonian Testifies 


In Gun-Running Case 


PITTSBURGH 
A P —A Nation­ 
al Guard officer has testified that 
arms stolen from an armory in 
Ohio and believed headed for Cu­ 
ban rebels were worth $10,803. 
Maj. Thomas A. Herzog testi­ 
fied in t.* S. District Court Wednes­ 
day at the trial of six men ac­ 
cused of trying to fly the weapons 
to the former re iel lorces of Fidel 
Castro in November. 1958. 
Herzog is attached to the Can­ 
ton, Ohio, armory from which late 
model rifles and machine guns 
were stole Oct 
13, 1958. 
The defendant are Joseph Mer- 
ola and Norman Rothman, both of 
Miami, Fla.; Stuart Sutor, Hia­ 
leah, Fla.; Daniel Hanna of Ar­ 
nold, Pa.; and Victor Carlucci and 
.Joseph 
Giordano, both of New 
Kensington, Pa. 
The government contends the 
weapons were placed aboard a 
plane at the Allegheny Valley Air­ 
port near Tarentum, Pa., on Nov. 
4, 1958, and lown by Sutor to the 
Morgantown, W. Va., airport.

when the plane landed at Mor­ 
gantown it was so loaded down 
that Sutor had to crawl out on his 
hands and knees.
